This office action is in response to the after-final response filed July 28, 2005. 

Response to Arguments 

Page 5 of Applicant's response states, "As agreed by Examiner Novacek during the 
personal interview none of the applied references teaches or suggests the features of the present 
invention including etching the second insulator film to have a patterned area that is smaller than 
the first insulator film as recited by independent claim 11." The Examiner made no such 
statement during the personal interview. In fact, the Examiner advised Applicant, during the 
interview, to change the limitation of "a patterned area that is smaller than an area of the first 
insulator film" to "a bottom width smaller than a width of the first insulating film" in order to 
overcome the prior art. Also see, the copy of the Interview Summary included with the last 
office action and personally given to Applicant's representative at the time of the interview 
which states, "Discussed the possibility of amending the independent claims to clarify that the 
bottom width of the second insulator film is reduced." The Examiner never stated, nor implied, 
that "a patterned area that is smaller than an area of the first insulator film" was sufficient to 
overcome the prior art. The Araki (JP 2000-03 1277) reference discloses patterning the insulator 
film such that the width of the top of the insulator film has a smaller patterned area than it did 
before the patterning. Area equals length times width. Hence, when the length is unchanged and 
the width is decreased, the area is inherently decreased. Therefore, Araki meets this claim 
limitation. 

Regarding the Applicant's argument that the Saito and Araki wouldn't have been 
combined by one of ordinary skill in the art because the references are, allegedly, "directed to 
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completely different and unrelated matters", it is pointed out that the Saito reference is directed 
to a method of forming a semiconductor device for use in an integrated circuit by etching a hard 
underlying layer using an insulating layer as a mask. Araki is also directed to forming a 
semiconductor device for use in an integrated circuit by etching a hard underlying layer using an 
insulating layer as a mask. Therefore, these two references are sufficiently related to the same 
field of endeavor.
